lixeil ut a minimum of J.'iO.UOO, 
and u tux of was laid upon 

each skin taken hy tho lea^'Bes 
The annual catch waa fixed at lOD.OOU, and 
the Eceretary was G;ivea authority to change 
that niiiiiber and with accompanying dis 
erction to modify the rental as might be 
deemed proper. After the contraeb of 1800 
had been executed in which the oatoh for 
the year ending May 1st, 1891, was fixed at 
I'jO.ODO .nUins, the Secretary of the Treasury 
direi;i<;(l tho Commeroial company to cease 
taking seals after about 20,000 had been 
tnlicti. In the settlement of accounts for 
that year, the oompany claimed that it waa 
equitably entitled to a reduction of tho 
rontul in proportion to tho cutoh of 
BCala. In calculating the rental, the 
annual catch stipulated in tho law of 1870, 
100,(XJ0, WHS used as a basis and not the UO,- 
000 which the contract for that year auth- 
orized, liy this method the amount paid to 
tho Treasury on account of rental was l-.'i 
of (30,000 (which tho company had contract- 
ed to pay) and not h, which wna the propor- 
lioL- of the number allowed. The next year 
tho company claimed a reduction, not only 
of the rental of tho islands, hut ulao of tho 
tax (f'i a liead) and of the bonus which it 
hid Ofjreed to pay ($7-G2i n 
head.) Relying upon an opinion 
rendered by ex-Solicitor-General Tafb and 
approved by Attorney-General Miller, to 
tho cfTcct that these items might be consid- 
ered as coming within tho general term 
" rental," tho Treasury department allowed 
the claim of tho company, and in 185)2 it 
settled on a hnais of about $1.

No Doubt About Napiers' Offer for a 
Fast Atlantic bteamship 
SerylcQ. 



TO BELIEVE THE STRINGENCY. 

AVhat U Sapposed to be ths SfoBt Practicable 
Scheme So Far Presented. 

■^ASIIIKOTOM, Aug. 18.— Of the many 
Snanolal schemes proposed to speedily re- 
lievo the stringency in money, tho one re- 
garded by the Treasury oflicials aa tho moat 
practicable is the one to authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to iaaue currency 
against tho seignoraee or profit upon the 
coinage of tho silver bullion in the treasury. 
There are now 130,000,000 ounces of silver 
bought under tho act of 1890, and tho notes 
issued againat the acignorage on that 
amount would add nearly §50,000,000 to 
tho circulating medium. A large propor- 
tion of the notes are already printed and 
could be put into circulation, it is said, tho 
day after Cougreas uuthoriiiea tho secretary 
to act. 

THE AWARD. 



It is Dlscnssed ia the House of Com- 
mons null Its Provisions 
Explained. 



Previous Arbitrations Explained anil 
Contrasted— Their Significance 
and Importance. 



LoNDOX, Aug. 18. — In the House of Com- 
mona Mr. Thomas G.'BowIm, ConservatiTe 
member for Lynn, nsfied the Qdvemment 
whether th'c award of the Uehring Sea Tri- 
bunal of Arbitration imposed upon Great 
Britain tho obligation to forbid pelagic 
sealing by British subjects, at any time 
whatever, within a oixty mile zone around 
tho PribjloS Islands. He also desired to bo 
informed whether the award of the tribunal 
forbade British sealers to use firearms 
nets or explosives in their vocation, and 
whether it established a oloso season to be 
observed by pelagic aealcra and put other 
rcstrictiona upon British aealera, while it 
imposed no obligation on tho United Statea 
to restrict scaling on tho land at any time. 
Further, Mr. Bowica said ho desired to be 
informed whether the i ffeot ol the award 
would not bo to give a practical monopoly of 
the sealing industry to tho Americans, and 
deprive British subjects of any share in the 
industry. 

Sir Edward Grey, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Foreign OfBce, replying to the 
questions put by Mr. Bowles, said that it 
was not considered that the eft'oct of the 
award would bo to give tho Americana a 
monopoly of the industry. Tho use of 
fircarina in the capture of seals had been 
forbidden, a close scaaon had been 
establiahed, and only sealing vesaela would 
bo allowed to engage in sealing. The 
award, however, imposed certain obliga- 
tions upon tho United States as well us 
upon Great Britain, and ho could not admit 
that these obligations would act to the pre- 
judice of British interests, as Mr. Bowes 
had suggested by his qnestions. 

Seatile, Aug. 18. — The following ia from 
tho Telegraph : "A Paris paper aays that a 
remarkable feature of the Behring Sea 
award is that it Is aatisfaotory to both par- 
ties. We have had three arbitrations with 
Great Britain of universal interest — the Ala- 

ina alTair, tho fisheries affair and this 
last one. Wo have had other disputes 
with tho same country which have been 
amicably aettled, notably tho mutter of 
the northeaateru boiinuury and tho San 
luan matter. Mither of these might liavo 
caused hoatilitica between any other two 
nations. But in point of international 
intereat tho three dispiitea first nion- 
tioned stand far to tho front. Tho his- 
tory of tho Alabama cnao is freah in tho 
miiul of every one. In it was involved 
the responsibility of a nation for tho acts of 
its citizens againat u friendly power en- 
gaged in war. Tho liahorios oases involved 
the recognition of tho rights of n nation to 
its territorial waters. The former waa de- 
cided in our favor, tho latter againat ua 
Each nation accepted the eanclusiou with an 
excellent grace. The third caae also in- 
volved the question of territorial waters, 
but wont further and dealt with tho dutiea 
of nations to preserve one of tho great in- 
dustries prosecuted upon tho high seats, In 
this case the decision moots tho reasonable 
views of both parties. There is little 
wonder that at a time when tho nations of 
Continental Europe stand watching each 
other armed to tho teeth, a loading organ of 
public opinion in France shoaid express its 
gratified surprise at the outcome of the last 
dispute."

THE COMMERCIAL BANK. 

Meetings of iJlrectors and Shareholders— Pre 
sldent Macarthur Says It Shotild 
Not Uave Suspeudcd. 

WiXNiPEO, Aug. 18. — (Special)- The Di- 
rectors of tho Commercial Bank are still 
meeting here. The business has narrowed 
to a fight'between three . factions, who have 
all put up candidates for tlie position of 
liquidator. It has been decided by both 
creditors and shareholders that a liquidator 
with two advisers should bo appointed. The 
rival conteatants are S. A. D. Bertram, R. 
W. Archer and F. W. Ferguaon, the present 
provisional liquidator. Voting is now going 
on by both shareholders and creditors, but 
it is not expected the result Will be known 
until to-morrow morning. ' 

Duncan MeArthur ooeupied the obair as 
president of the meeting of shareholders to- 
day and made a long Statement in his own 
defence. He said there was no' real oooasion 
for tho suspension of the bank. It was 
brought about by, unfair and malieious 
means on the part of those who were anxious 
to pull the bank down. He was anxious to 
see u resuscitation of the bank, and would, 
himself, give every aaaiatanoe in his power 
toward that ond. Ho believed, in fact he 
know, that it could bo successfully re- 
auBoitatod. He referred to his alleged per- 
sonal liabilities, and said the provisional 
liquidator had made many misstatements re- 
garding them. Regarding the charges 
made against two eiiicials of the bank, ho 
said they were contemptible and had been 
made by contemptible people. He waa pre- 
pared for a full investigation before any 
tribunal, and would vindicate himself 
triumphantly. (Cheers,) He was confi- 
dent that the assets of the bank, making all 
allowances for expenses under judicious 
liquidation, would pay the shareholders 75 
cents on the dollar.

PEOVINCIA.L DEVELOPMENT. 

To THE Editor :— I have been much im- 
•pressod by a notice in your weekly of March 
:U, '03, commentiug on and quoting from a 
paper road by Dr. Q. M. Dawsoo, on tho 
mineral resources of British Columbia, at 
the Colon! «l Inetitute, I would aay here 
that Dr. G. M. Dawson is one of the few 
who are (jualiSod by observation to anulyzo 
.and estimate what the resources of liritiah 
Columbia are, and in company with many 
others 1 would consider his opinion worthy 
of a great deal of attention from tho powers 
that l)e. Ho said that if tho Canadian 
I'acifio railway had been made to travcrau 
ttio Carilioo diatriot, that wu should have 
had great developiiicnta hofore this lime. 

In the aaino coniiecti m 1 see that one of 
tho Viinoouvcr papers has i;,yled tlio iirilish 
Pacific railway as ono of the craziest pro- 
jecta, etc., etc. 

Let mo Bay hero that hud tho Canadian 
Pacific railway boon built upon ono of tho 
«8tabUBhod. routes, clearly iudioitcd by 
"nature, instead of having been constructed 
::through one of tho most ill-chosen mountaiu 



canyons that could bo found ia the country 
at a groat expondituro of money and mis- 
applied ingenuity of no ordinary kind, then, 
indeed, tho Province would to-day be far in 
advance of it's present position. 

I do not undovataud the wonderful silver 
discoveries that have taken place and aro 
still going forward in tho Kaalo-Slocan dis- 
trict, but wo must remember that silver ia a 
iiiolal that is depreciating at a rate inversely 
proportional with tho extent of its pro- 
duciion. It would not bo strange ii two 
generations should see the production oi 
silver in aa great difliculties as copper was a 
few years n{jo. That silver district whioh 
becomes tho greatest producer in tho future, 
will also more than likely become ono of tho 
most powerful factors in tho depreciation of 
its own industry. 

No one who has watched the progress and 
proceedings of the Bimetallic, or Monetary 
Conference, in Europe, can have failed to 
omo iniprossod with the conviction that 
the old world is not going to sacrific tho ad- i 
vantages of a gold standard for tho benefit ' 
of tho now. It is a somewhat gloomy pros- 
pect tor the silver industry In the future, if 
tho production be over-stimulated, but need 
cause no uneasinoas to any cofintry whoso 
reaouroea are various, provided that these 
resources be wisely developed. 

That whioh is true of tho over-production 
of metala is true also of every merohantable 
commodity, whatever it may be. As a fa- 
miliar illustration wo may take tho excea- 
aive culture of wheat upon the Western 
prairies as compared with mixed farming- 
actual practice having proved that, in ihe 
long run, tlio former loads to faUure and tho 
latter to sucocas. Aa a still further illustra- 
tion, take lliL! coiulitioii of the nitrato mines 
in Chili, only a fow yours in deveii)piiienl ; 
the producers h;ive resorted to a concerted 
restriction of tlio output ia order to keep up 
tho price. 

Now, tho Province of ISritiah Cohunbia ia 
very rich in gold, but wanting in means of 
communicution. Tho worhl will probably 
bo a good ago before tho ore production of 
gold has a henuible tendency to lower its 
value. None of us need contemplate that 
period with any great degree of anxiety. 
The Canadian I'uciiic Railway Company did 
not understand either their own beat in- 
torosta or those of the Province when they 
decided upon the route of their line. 

1 never hoard an unbiased professional 
man yet approve of the route that was taken 
for that ro'ad through tho Rocky Mountaihs, 
aud I think the remarks of tho Vancouver 
paper about the British Pacific are not ^voll 
founded. There was an extra summit in- 
troduced ia the road for no iutelligentreason. 
The standardof grades and curvature, as well 
as of eoonomioal traffic capacity wheu com- 
pared with other batter routes, was pitiably 
degraded, and instead of the country hav- 
ing obtained a Srst-olaas trunk line of de-. 
velopment, there was consummated the 
worst located Faoifio railway on tho Ameri- 
can continent, and probably, with the ex- 
ception of the Panama Canal, tho greatest 
miaapplication of engineering skill of the 
cinoteenth century. 

Now, if tho Province had a chance to re- 
trace her Btepa and do work that would bo 
of lasting benefit, I cannot see why any sec- 
tion of tho I'reas should proceed to throw 
obataclea in tho vray, Perhaps those who 
are responsible for tho location of tho Can- 
adian Pacific whore it is were not much to 
blamo for their selection, because it belongs 
to more labor than moat men care to under- 
take, to got an adequate idea or oven any 
idea at all of what tho gold producing por- 
tion of British Columbia is capable of, and, 
in fact, they did not understand what they 
had in hand, whioh is not after all very 
remarkable. 

If the British Pacific railway was likely to 
develop on short order into u through 
trunk lino, I could understand why that sec- 
tion of the Provincial press that ia favorable 
to the interests of Vancouver and the Cana- 
dian Pacific ahould oppose the construction 
of tho Brititb Pacific, but I think that a 
little consideration will induce tho belief 
that any road that tends to develop the 
principal and vital resources of the Province 
will slimulato the tratlic of all others. 

I could not believe for a moment that the 
Canadian Pacific will sufTor in the least do 
greo from the development of tho upper 
country in British Columbia, but quite the 
reverse. It rei|uirea no consideration to see 
that the consumption of a highly developed 
mining district will come from all points of 
tho conipuaa, and all intereata will benefit 
thereby. 

Those who would adopt any other opinion 
do not, I would take leave to say, under- 
stand the wanta of a mining community in 
a gold bearing district. The enormous re- 
sources of the northern section of British 
Columbia must bo seen to bo understood. 
They have been seen and intelligently ex- 
amined by Dr. Dawson, than whom no one 
could form a more reliable opinion. I' do 
not refer only to what is generally known 
as the Cariboo district in its more limited 
sense, but to 'all of that district 
lying north of the north bend of 
the Fraser river, where there may be found, 
as a HiOBt important mining feeder for a 
railway, 200 miles of water, navigable for 
light draught steamers, broken only by one 
short portage. 

Althouf^h it be known, from ollloial 
sources alone, that fortj' million d'jlla 
worth of gold had been mined in liritiah 
Columbia prior to the year ISTl), it docs not 
admit of doubt, to anyone who baa had the 
opportunity of forming an opinion by visit 
ing the district and its aurroundinga, tha 
the industry was but in its infancy when 
abandonod for want of further cominunica 
tion. Piuliaps neither liritiah Columbia 
nor any Wcitorn State will ever agaiu wit 
nesa that combination of physique anc 
enthusiasm that led to tho extraction of 
thoao forty million dollars. 

There aro such periods of onthusiuam in 
all liuman industries, that occur once in 
long jierioda of time. They servo to indi 
eate what might bo done by intelligent ex 
penditure and ayiitematic aid. liritiah 
Columbia hud her gold fever, which lasted 
long cDough to indicate what should bo done 
in order to perpetuate the prosperity that 
had been attained under conditions of ex- 
treme diOBoulty, The sources of future 
wealth were discovered. Thoy aro there 
still, and it remains for the present genera 
tion to follow the footsteps of their 
hardy predaoessors in order to make 
British Columbia not only the foremost 
province of tho Dominion, but probably 
the greatest gold producing country in tho 
world. Tho development of tho upper 
country in liritiah Columbia would be an 
unmixed benefit to the whole Province col 
lootively, and to overy individual enterprise 
or industry that it containo. 

The contemplation of the good that would 
accrue to tho many, from any sectional 
point of view, would seem to indicate a 
very narrow conception of tho general ad- 
vanlaf^o that would follow the oonatruetion 
of tho liritiah Pacific. I feel confident that 
tho more tliia y)roject is dlHcuaaed by tho 
preaa, anil commented upon by the people, 
the greater will ita advantagca appear. 

A close analyaia of tho motivea of llioso 
who condemn it, will invariably diacloao a 
miatakon iutcrcat or a want of acquaintance 
with the truo bearing of the subject. 
When tho British Paoifio is built, British 
Columbia will take the position that by 
nature rightfully belongs to her, and not 
before. Heavy will be the responsibility 



and short sighted the policy that impedes' 
the material dovolopmont of tho Province 
whenever an opportunity ariaos to forward 
it. H. P. Bell.

Winter Navigation in ivootenay Lake 
^Knmerona Muda of Nickel 
: < BelDgr Made. 



Nelson, Aug. 15.— As might have beon 
.oxpeotod, tlio mcaaugo of Grover Cleveland 
and the Bubaequont action of Congress lias 
furniBhod tlio priucipul topic of convcraution 
up licro in tlio mining regions during tlie 
week past. While muny ownera of ailver- 
lead properties are feeliog very blue just 
now, there is not wantinc; a large number 
who liiu-o fiiith that in time the white metnl 
will receive tuch recognition from the 
Aniericao Congrtsa i-.a to ivguin plucj it ou u 
biisia allowing renuuiorativo production. In 
tlio moan tinu;, tho tU'ect hc» beou to won- 
derfully Bliniuluto tho Bonroh after iiud 
development of gold propertiea. Dur- 
ing the drat yeiira in this section tlic 
country wna found to bo eo rich in 
vu8t deposits of silver bearing orca that 
could bi) hid for tho moat euperficiul acolc- 
ing, that the preaenco of other pr'xioua 
metals whs, to a great extent, overlooked. 
It WH9 known, in a geiiond way, that in this 
aectiou could be fiiund gold bearing ores, and 
in some caseo of high grade, bu\, this was 
about aa far us the matter went. 

Now, under the preaent order of things, 
thia fiict hua been brought anew to the at- 
tention of local mining men, and even the 
small amount of prospecting done along the 
line in tho past few months has proven very 
remunerative. 

Though it must be acknowledged that tho 
Slocun country must over reinain u lead- 
silver aection, pure and simple, yet the fact 
reniaiua that Weat Kootonay can becomo a 
great and thriving mining country, with but 
little aid from either of those metals. Those 
who read the details of tho Toad mountain 
mineral belts, which appeued in the Colo- 
VIST a few weeks ago, will remember 
that there exists a distinct gold 
belt running for a number of xniles 
parallel with the silver-copper lead 
belt. Of late more attention has been paid 
to this gold belt than ever before, and some 
e.xoellent discoveries have been tho result. 
One of the chief of these is the find of 
Neeland Bros,, the Nelson photographers. 
Thia is only three miles from Nelson. Tho 
lead coDsiats of a ledge of decomposed (juartz 
filled with oxide, resulting from the dis- 
integration of iron pyrites. The ore in tho 
apeoimena accured is of a good freo milling 
quality, and aamplca assay from 5'200 to aa 
high as S2,000 per ton, This may be re- 
garded as a fair sample of what moy bo 
reasonably expected from thia Nolson gold 
belt as its prospecting proceeds. 

From the south aide of Toad mountain ex- 
tend leads of gold bearing quartz that are 
suppoaed to be the mother lodes of tho 
great Salmon river placer ground extending 
from a point about twelve nulea aouth of 
Nelson, in almost unbroken chain to tho 
boundary lino. 

Winslow Hall and John McDonald 
rived in Nelson during tho week. They 
add but little to what ia already known of 
the Silver King deal. They aeaert that the 
owners of the mine arc fully eatiaficd with 
the final outcome of the deal, and succeeded 
in finishing things up in better shape than 
was hoped for, for a long time. Tho cash in 
hand portion of the aula was emallor than 
was at first desired, but tho interest ob- 
tained in the property wiU more than make 
up for thia during tho first aiz months of 
running. , They are confident that the first 
shipment of oie from the mine will double 
the value of the shares as the richness of 
the mine ia almost beyond belief, even in 
the face of a conservative expert's report, 
and the practical demonstration of a ship- 
^ ment' will place the matter beyond a doubt. 
One of tho directors of tho company will 
be in Nelson in a abort time and, with an 
.engineer, will go over tho ground carefully 
and prepare the necessary plans to the put- 
ting of the property in working order in 
the shortest possible time. The first work 
to bo taken up will be tho erection of a con- 
centrator. The location of thia cannot be 
definitely known until the engineer's report 
has been made. 

It is now thought that the problem of win- 
ter navigation on tho Kootenay lake is solv- 
ed. The various steamer owners will com- 
bine and keep one boat constantly engaged 
in the breaking up of the ice in the channel, 
and thua give the regular veeeola a chance 
to find open water at all times. Tho reault 
will he of very material value to Nelson, as 
it will enable this to become the winter as 
well as the summer supply depot for thia 
entire region. 

Bishop Sillitoe, of New Westminster, 
arrived in Nelson during tho week. He 
waa accompanied by Rev. Mr. Akehurat, 
late of Qu'Appelle. The latter gentleman 
will be the rcaident Church of Eaglaud min- 
ister at Nelson from now on. 

Information haa just been received here 
that the (Jovernment haa reconsidered aomo 
of tho applications for appropriations of 
money for roads and trails in this region. 
The most important of the changes is the 
granting of additional money for the Kaslo- 
Slocan wagon road. Theamountnow available 
is considered by those who have the work in 
hand as being suflicient to put the road 
through ia good shape to New Denver. This 
will in a measure keep the entire Slocan 
i^en the year round, as the road can be 
brotcen for sleighs in the winter. 

Hughs still makes shipments of ore from 
his Mountain Chief mine near New Denver. 
The ore comes down by pack train to Kaslo, 
Of course only first-class ore is being 
handled. Tho remainder is piled up on the 
dump awaiting " better times "or a rail- 
road, 

The Grady group near Four Mill haa been 
bonded for IflOO.OOO ; ^J.I.^.OOO January 
lat, 1891, and tho remainder in ono year 
from date. Tho Alpha, tho principal claim 
of this group, has a strong showing of high 
grade ore, Bomo four or five feet of which 
runs up in tho tliouaanda of ounces per ton, 
Tho formation is a truo liasuro vein, and the 
properly is considered ono ot the moat valu- 
able in tho Slocan country. 

Presiilent Van liorne, of the C.l'. H., con- 
tinues to say a good word for this region, 
with which ho was much pleased on his laat 
visit. On returning homo he frequently 
cxpreaaod himaelf aa deploring more than 
ever tho combinatioii of ignorance and in- 
difference v/ilh whiuli Kasterners regarded 
tho Pacific Province, and in fact all the 
country west of tho Rookies. Ho dwelt 
upon the fact that thousands of United 
States investors, miners and prospootora 
have already taken advantage of the unuaual 
opportunities offered la the Kootenay 
country, and said that In conversation with 
a number of these men they had assured 
him that no portion of the Westsrn States, 
or of the world so far as they knew, could 
compare with the . Kobtenaya in mineral 
wealth. 

Tho Poorman gold mino ia running a series 
of 24 hour ahiftg, in order to take advantage 
of the water supply, which will only last 
nntil aboat the middle of September. The 



finest clean up after a five days run was two 
bars of gold bullion weighing five pounds. 
Prospectors are returning from the Slocan 
country, and aftor outfitting in Nelson are 
drifting off down the Salmon river in search 
of placer. The outlook in that direction is 
more favorable than over. A number of old 
abandoned diggings are being re-located 
after years of idleness. Muny of them 
would not pay in tho old days when Hour 
was 520 per sa(;k and other things in pro- 
portion. Now, however, with the Nelson 
& Fort Sheppurd railway at their doors, 
these claims in many cases are proving very 
valuable properties. 

THE UPl'KR COONTHV. 

The snow is about gone from the nioun- 
taias around Trout lake, and the number of 
prospeotors is increaaicg every day. A trail 
will shortly be commenced up Healy creek, 
and win render an important section of the 
principal mineral range in this section eosy 
of access. At present the majority of the 
settlers are in favor of using all the appro- 
priation for tho building of a wagon road 
from the northeast arm to Trout lake. 

J. JoukiuB, superintondont of the Bunker 
Hill mines, in the Cu-'ur d'Aleno country, ia 
now visiting the Silver Cup mino, near 
Trout Lake. He ia negotiating for tho pur- 
chase of tho property. A round sum haa 
already been ofl'ered. 

Another strike of nickel has been report- 
ed from this soction, but as yet no particu- 
lara can lie ncciued by the Colonist re- 
porter, the men having gone back to the 
laiiii without having said anything regard- 
ing the details. 

Charles iMatheaon, ono of tho old-timers 
up in tho Trout Lalto country, report'i u 
atriko which eclipaea anything in that aec- 
tion. Ho haa placed his stokes on a vein 
which contains six feet of ore, samples of 
which run as high as 800 ounces of silver 
per ton. 

Cold is not lacking in thia aection, and 
during tho week past aeveral specimen! 
have been brought in from the muuntainH 
which range high, one, the boot, going 
twelve ounces per ton. 

Sample lots of tho recent nickel strikes 
have been sent out with a view of obtaining 
tho coat of reduction, price of handling and 
valuo. Thia moy yet beconio a valuable 
nickel camp, as new diacnverics of thia do 
sirable metal are being made continually.

MARINB MOVEMENTS. 

New Steam and Sail Craft to be Built at 
Home— Victoria Sloop in Distress. 

Mr. John McKachern i.s now conatructing 
a fine largo steamer for Capt. Jonea, for- 
merly owner of the steamer Phantom, on a 
slip in the Point Ellioe lumber yard. Tho 
frames of the vessel are already up and it is 
expected that by the middle of October the 
steamer will bo in service. She ia being 
built of tho best of fir, and although her 
lines are not graceful, still they are well 
adapted for the work ahead. The Steamer 
will be schooner rigged, ao that she will be 
suitable for sealing purposea. Her dimen- 
sions are as follows : Keel, -14 feet ; beam, 
14 feet and hold, 7 feet. Tho machinery ia 
on tho grounds where she is being built and 
has been for some time. It is not very 
powerful, but has never been used, 
Mr. McEachern has still another 
contract in hand for building a new schooner, 
which he aays will be much larger than tho 
one now oa the stacks. The parties he pro- 
poses to build it for are Indians, of Faobena 
Sound, whose intentions are to form them- 
selves into a company and make a deposit 
ou the {Vessel^ as soon as conatraction has 
commenced. One of the Indian promoters 
of the scheme made $1,100 after returning 
from his cruise to tetropnulovsky on a 
white man's aohoonor laat year. He and hia 
klootch killed two aca otter and 10 eeala 
ahortly after returning homo, which they 
afterwards sold here, obtaining for the 
former §250 a skin, and for the latter $16 
apiece. 

A SLOOr's MISFORTBNE. 

A telegram of yesterday, from Capo Bealo, 
reads : The sloop Philadelphia, from Vic- 
toria, Captain Antone Cresaliam, on its way 
to Clayoquot Sound, met with a serious 
mishap yesterilay morning off Capo Beale, 
by striking a rock and thereby disabling her 
rudder, rendering her unmanageable. The 
crew, however, succeeded in anchoring her 
in a safe cove near the lighthouse, where 
assistance was received from Mr. Cox to 
repair tho damage.

chief. Bub as mutt ors are, it can hardly ho 
expected that, s&re for the presence of cer- 
tain local deraogogueB who ore Unown to ho 
at work in New England, their return 
would ser"" tn weaken and discredit the 
man of wasted upportunities and tquundercd 
abilities. 



MEROIER'S FIX. 

In a recent cartoon Bengough has de- 
picted Hon" Honoro Mercior, lato Premier 
of the Province of Quebec, in the Slough, 
not exactly of Despond, into which he has 
gotten, but in the hole which he has digged 
for himself and in tho natural course of 
events fallen into. Tbe place in which this 
political humbog has found himself is indi- 
cated as " Oblivion," the waters'^ ot which 
are fast closing in npon him. As well as he 
can, the drowning man is endeavoring to 
throw to tho top a rope on which are en- 
twined all kinds of strands. A typical 
French Canadian leans over the abyss, to 
whom Mercier sbonts, " Here, Jean Bap. 
tiste, for tho love of the Saints, catch this 
rope and pull me up." The only reply re- 
csived is, " Your rope, neither long nor 
strong enough, Honore." Quebec's political 
oharlotan has, in their turn, enlarged upon 
the advantages of British connection, 
though in a manner whose insincerity was 
patent ; he haa advocated independence, and 
of late has championed annexation to tho 
United States, In connection with each of 
these advances, it has been with him — French 
Canadianism paramount I His loyalty, 
as long as it lasted, induced a large number 
of tbe English speaking people of the 
province of Quebec to, at any rate, bo 
willing to give him a ohance, and they were 
*' loyal " to him, even after he had demon- 
strated his lack of sincerity and every other 
quality that was calculated to attach them 
to him. 

Probably no Canadian politlcan — and 
some of them have turned some pretty sharp 
corners— ever made such short cuts as ho 
has done. He began life as a dutiful son of 
the Church ; but it was only an 
incident in his career for him to 
abandon his professed conservatism 
and associate himself with the opposite 
political party and, in matters religious, go 
to almost the farthest extreme from his 
former professions. Then, on the National 
question, as it was developed by Riol and 
his aaaociilea — accompanied by rebellion 
and bloodshed — ho contrived to got into 
power by appeals to the prejudices of tho 
habilanla, among whom, as shown by the 
census, " the quality of instruotion is ex- 
ceedingly low," tho "Province being tho 
most backward in tho Dominion in the mat- 
ter of education." In tho case of Mr. 
Mercier it haa been omply demonatrated 
how an ignorant population can bo led by 
ignorant unscrupulous demagogues, the 
process resulting in infinite harm to the 
whole Dominion. There cin be little doubt 
that tbe constant discuasion of issues by 
persona like Mercier and his ilk, haa re- 
tarded useful homo legislation, and the 
sight of Mercier in a hole with little appar- 
ent prospect of a rope being extended to 
him, will be gratifying to those who have 
really at heart tho interests of their com 
'mon country.

It will be remembered that M. Mercier 
haa been haranguing the French Canadians 
at Fall River and other parts of New Eng- 
land, endeavoring to obtain oseistaDoe and 
moral support at their hands. In the pres- 
ent condition of affairs ho may have done no 
small amount of miaoliief, in view of the 
hard times whiob aro there experienced, and 
to eacapo which thoy aro coming homo iu 
hundreds and flooding tho poor French 
pariBbea of Canada, trom which it is the 
OOStom of hundreds of people tn annually 
emigrate in search of work at the cotton 
and other faotcriee. Many politicians in the 
province of Quebec have for long advocated 
what thoy call French Canadian repatri- 
ation. It haa not come about in lho way 
they expected, but bands of them are now 
returning to escape the hard times, there 
being in Fall River, Mass., alonf, no less

Hekeai-TEH, under tlio arrangoineiiL iiiadi 
with the Dominion (jovet-niiicra, the Canu 
dian Pacifio Railway Co. will p,iy tiividenda 
out of its eamiaga, its subsidies and land 
sides, these having, for the last teu years, 
been guaranteed by tbe Dominion Govern 
ment under apeckd arranjjetiiout. Ia hii 
last annual report, President Van Hornoaii 
nounced that the Conipmy had an accumu- 
lation of surplus earnings amounting to 
auven million dollars, which would be used 
to pay dividends for two years. 

It ia oilicially estimated that there are 
about 6fby abandoned hulks Qoating on the 
Atlantic and perilous to navigation. Most 
of them are on tbe sailiog route to and from 
the equator, but sometimea such wrecks are 
found drifting across or along the passenger 
steamer lanes to Europe. Recently tb 
New York Maritime Exchange papsed a 
resolution favoring international action to 
destroy these and similar perils to oom- 
merco. At the Maritime Congress held 
several years ago at Washington a similar 
method of dealing with this eonrce of dan- 
ger was suggested. Meanwhile, Great Bri- 
tain and tho United States, aa countries 
specially intorcsted, aro examining a plan 
which -would be of much aorviee tn clearing 
the North Atlantic. This plan would be to 
assign two English vessels, one operating 
from the Irish coast and the other from 
Halifax, to remove derelicts trom the north- 
erly steamship routes, while two American 
vessels would perform the same service for 
tbo eoutberly steamship and sailing routes, 
including wrocka, along the coast aa for 
south aa Capo Hatteraa. 

It will bo remembered by some people 
that, in the Jays when tho lato Sir Francis 
Hiucks, at that time Finance Minister of 
the Dominion, undertook to dear the 
country of American silver, he had as his 
leading agent Mr. William Weir, 
then a Montreal money and steak broker, 
who BubB<<iuently became president of La 
Ville Mario Dank. Mr. Weir has just ad- 
dreaaed an open letter to President Cleve- 
land and tbo American Congreaa on the 
present financial situation, in which he oz- 
presses the opinion that tha National Bank 
of the United States is the principal cause 
of the present financial troublo. Ho sug 
gesta as a measure of immediate relief, tliat 
Congress pass an amendment, that chartered 
banka in tho United States, whose capital 
and surplus amount together to $10,000,000 
and upward, shall be declared to be banks 
of issue, and he authorized to issue circu 
latins Qotea of 85, §10, §20, §50 and §100, 
to tho extent of half thoir capital, and tho 
surplus on suoh issues to bo tho first lion on 
tho asaots of tho bank in case of its sus. 
pension. Tho issue to be free from any 
federal or state tax, but to be liable to aS' 
seHiment of not more than one per cent, per 
annum, should it bo required. 

To-day ia British Empire day at tho 
World's Fair and, according to tho pro 
gramme, tbe proceedings will include a 
parade in the down town district forming 
on the Lake Front, opposite the Columbus 
atatuo, at!) a.m., with Captain Cordon, 
conimancling olllocr of tho British troops 
at tho World's Fair grounds, aa cliief mar- 
shal of tho day. At 2 p.m. "the trooping 
of the colors" will take "place iu front of 
Victoria House at the World's Fair gronnda, 
and from there tho procession will move to 
Festival Hall, where a meeting will bo held 
under the auapicea of tho l!ritinh Colonial 
Commiaaionora, Colonel Haycj- Sadler, Brit- 
ish Consul at Chicogo, proaiding. Ad- 
dresses aro to bo made by rcprcaonlativcs 
from diifsreDt oountries of the Empire, and 
Professor Tomlins' ohorna of 1,000 voices 
will sing patriotic songs. In the evening 
the British sociutica with their frienda.will 
attend the British military tournament at 
tho Stock Pavilion, the day's cerotnonies 
concluding with illuminations and a grand 
display of fireworks. It is dcHircd to mako 
the domonstratioa aa impoaing ua possible, 
all the British sooietlea in tbe United States 
having been desired to co-operato. 

Mil, E. JO. SltlciM-AKD, who, a short time 
baok, visited this Province and has since 
his return to Ontario given in interviewa 
and in his own paper hts Impressions of this 
Western country, thus speaks of a well- 
known portion of British Columbia : "No 
niatter what happens ailver, tho Kootenay 
district will bo tho silver-producing country 
of tho world.

The apparatus is fastened 
on tho end of a pole projecting from the bow 
of a bout, and when the jaws touch an un- 
suspecting seal, as it lies asleep on top of 
tho water, snap they go, and tne sealsicin 
changes owners forthwith. It can be more 
profitably worked in stormy weather, the 
inventor says, as the aeala cannot bo readily 
hear the boats atealing upon them then 
He expects now to make a big thing out of 
thia trap, owing to tho tiuw Bchring Sea 
regulations. 

A VERY favoralde report of crop und 
mining prospects in the Lillooet country is 
brought down by Mr. A. W. Smith, M.P.-

Physical EdacatfOQ an Aid to the 
Work-Deaq Babbitt's : 
Lecture. 



Mr. F. W. Ober, of Omaha, conducted 
tho devotional exorcises ut Association hall, 
witli which tho second day of the V. M. C. 
A. convention opened. There was a good 
attendance of delegates and city workers, 
and considerable interest was manifested 
by all. 

At 10 o'clock Mr, N. H, Jacks, of Port- 
land, Ore., presented a paper on "Tho 
Physical Department as uFactorin Associa- 
tion Work." Tho cfloot of physical educa- 
tion on ancient nations waa reviewed, and 
the same effects follow the same causes to- 
day, General body building, at a reason- 
able prico, bus been brought about largely 
by tho Young Men's Christian Associations. 
In this country 770 Associations pay atten- 
tion to phyaicul culture — 499 through woll- 
efiuipped gymnasiums, and 271 through out- 
ot-door sports. Two hundred men, who 
have been well trained, are acting as in- 
atructers. ,Sonie of tho beutflts which como 
to tho Asaociatioii are : 

They reucli more men. 

They give e.ttra linaucial support. 

Thoy compoio with othor institutions that 
attempt to furnish such culture without ony 
Christian inlluence. 

.Mcjara. Mi;yer8, Carter, Ilampson and 
Phyaical Instructor St. Clair gave aiiggea- 
tioiia along tho line under conaiderulion. 
Tho Omaha Aaaocialion, which leads ath- 
letics iu thuL city, waa represented 
by Mr. Ober, tlio general secretary, 
whii olTercd many helpful auggestiona. 

At 11 o'clock came tlio conference on 
IHblo study and classes. It was opened 
with un address by I'rof. Williams on 
" Bible study for personal growth, or tho 
Secretary and his Bible." Many points 
were emphasized, and a long lino of sug- 
gestions wasgiven. Prominentamong them 
was tho thought that systomatio study is 
an absolute DcccuBity. Careful, earnest, 
consecrated study, first and last, ia tho 
great end always sought. 

Tho professor closed with a short lesson in 
Hebrew. 

Mr. F. W. Ober then spoke on "Courses 
of study for Bible classes which have been 
found useful." Present plans were taken 
up and carefnlly considered. 

"Tho day will soon oome when a most 
carefully guarded course of study will bo 
adopted by all associations," prophesied 
Mr. Ober in conclusion. 

General classes, boys' olasses, converts' 
classes, were all considered in time; several 
qnestions brongbt the discussion of this 
topic to a close, 

Tho last point was "How can we make 
our bible training classes more productive 
of peraonal work." Under thia head a care- 
fully prepared paper was presented by Mr. 
Oeorgo Carter, general secretary at Seattle; 
it teemed witli good pointa. 

At 12, all adjourned to tho Temperance 
Hull, where tho ladies of the Mothodiat 
churches had prepared an elaborate repaat 
which was enjoyed by all. This was fol- 
lowed by short speeches by C. J. Hicks, of 
New York, Mr. M. Meyers, of Taconiu, and 
F. B. Pratt, of JSrooklyn, N.Y. 

Tho nflernoou session opened at two 
o'clock with u Bible study by Profestor 
Williuma, who took for hin aubject the bonk 
of ILiggai. He sketched the general idea 
of the book, and touched upon ita charac- 
teristics in a way that made it clear to all. 

At 2:45 there was nn address by F. B. 
Pratt, preaident of l-'ralt University, Brook- 
lyn, N.Y , on "What Ought to be tho Scope 
of Our Educational Work "? 

"Tliere have been three atopa in Aasocia- 
tion work," said ha. "First, the Religious 
development waa taken up. Then came tho 
Phyaical, and last the Educational — or soul, 
mind and body culture. The latter is of 
gre.tt importance in our present day. It is 
bard, in fact well nigh impossible, to lay 
down any hard and fast rules, as local con- 
ditions and needs mnat be considered and 
cirefully weighed. Local needs must be 
c c>n8idcrcd or there will be no true success. 
The first question which naturally comes 
up is, why should the Association do this 
work? Why not leave it to tho regular in- 
stitutions of learning? Thia may bo an- 
swered by Biyirg that, first, the Aaaociatiou 
comes in contact with all claaaes 
and meets a peculiar constituency. 
The aociul factor is important 
and powerful ia reaching men. It has-been 
proved that no other organization can take 
up the work so tKCccestuUy. Through the 
Internationa] comiidttce uniforiidty has 
been secured, and thia ia a help. Aa to ita 
scope, of cour-e lliere ia a diversity of 
opiidoii und niuny dillerent theories have 
Ij 'Ml advanced, but therii are two or tliree 
universally ae-.cepted. 'I'he work must he 
limited by tho Iniancia! aituation, by the 
tiiiui ut the nien'a diipoaal, and by the 
provious training of tho men. Hence tho 
As.iociation must be u special sohool to meet 
u special need. There are some general 
lines that may be wisely taken up by the 
Aasociation. Bookkeeping, including Eng- 
ilsli, arithmetic, penmanship ; drawing, 
ijo'h ilecoratlve and constructive; sciencea, 
inuUidIng physics, chemistry and matbe- 
nii^tica. 

" There are threo things to bn considered 
iu tho end; First — tho exact knowledge of 
the field and the needs; second — the studies 
that will moat that need; third — tho uae of 
upright ideas and methods in carrying on 
tiK Ho Studied." 

.Mr. J. A. Dummett then conducted a

Public Meetiugr Held at the 155 Mile 
^Hoase-to Discnss Frovincial 
Politics. 



Messrs. Adams and Murpby Stato tlie 
Platforins on jyiilc!l ; - 
Seek BlectlonT " - ' ' 



A publio meeting was held in the inter- 
ests of Mr. AdaniB, a oiiiidiilato for the 
Looul Legishituro, on Tuesdny, the 8th 
inst,, at the 150-Milo House, Mr. J. Cum- 
mings being in thp ohair. Mr. Adams, on 
rising to express hia views, explained that 
whilst he was no publio speaker, ho consid- 
ered the electors had a right to hear from 
candidates. If eleotod lie would support 
the Government, ua its past treatment of 
the district had been favorable. With 
reference to the vote for the_ ney Govern- 
ment buildings at Victoria, ho would, had 
he been elected, have voted against tho ad- 
miniati-atioii, if by ao doing he would not 
have defeated it ; if, however, such a course 
would have ousted the Govoinnioiit ho 
would have voted in favor of the bill. 

Speaking of tho land laws, ho coudcmucd 
the requiring of settlers to live on preempted 
land continuously, if not exousod, and 
thought that six months' residence should 
Buffioe. This would allow now settlers to 
work for wages when not, engugcd on their 
own places. Ho considered a settler should 
bo permitted to purchase .'!-0 acres in 
addition to the .'i^O acquired by 
preemption. In regard to meadow land 
he considered tho present requisite of re- 
sidence as almost prohibitory, inasmuch as 
it was impossible to expend twelvo months 
of remunerative labor upon such land. He 
believed the discoverer of a meadow should 
be allowed to purohaae it, on condition that 
he out the hay. 

Beferriog to roads and trails, be expressed 
the view that roads lately opened up should 
be backed up by a subsidy for improvement, 
otherwise the original expenditure was 
often a complete loss, and cited in proof of 
this the present condition of the Horsctly 
trails. Discussing the local dissatisfaction 
concerning the selection of a route for tho 
new road to Horee-fly, he declared himself 
convinced that such road should leave the 
main trunk road at the 150 Mile House, 
Otherwise the money might bo considered u 
Lillooct appropriation. 

In reference to tho construction of a rail 
way to Cariboo, he auid, so far tho people of 
the district had been subjected to one con 
tinuous series of disappointments. The 
British Pacilio was tho latest scheme, 
and he hoped it would bo su 
cessful. If elected, ho would do hia 
utmost to aid any project to assist such a 
railway. Ho believed liberal laud laws 
• would bring settlers, and eottiera would 
bring railroads. 

He deemed the publio school system as 
applied to this diatrict susceptible of im- 
provement. Ho came from a province in 
which it was impossible for children to 
grow up without an education, i.e., On- 
tario. Here there was danger that such 
might be the case owing to the isolation of 
families rendering tho maintenance of pub 
lie schools, as required by law, impossible, 
Ho thought the Govornmeut should aid 
parents in keeping a teacher at home by 
allowing them the amount each child would 
cost if it attended the publio school. 

Tho speaker also discussed the tariff, con- 
tending that it was ruinous to the farmer, 
and declaring that a resolution should be 
transmitted to the Dominion Government 
from the Local Legislature, calling for its 
modification. The speaker then thanked 
the audience for their attention and resumed 
his seat amid applauce. 

The chairman called upon Mr. Murphy, 
AS being also a candidate, to address the 
meeting, 

Mr. Murphy stated that it was with great 
unwillingness that ho appeared upon the 
hustings, as owing to the rtcent dcaiha that 
had occurred in the vicinity he deemed the 
time not a fitting one for holding political 
meetinga. However, Mr. Adams had stated 
that it was impoaaiblo for him to bo again 
present in that portion of the diatrict, and 
he had come to hear what that gentleman 
had to say. Ho congratulated Cariboo on 
tho healthy crop of candidates it had pro 
duced despite tho mortality amongst its 
elected members. Continuing, ho said that 
whilst he did not for a moment impugn 
their patriotism, ho assured the electors 
that each and every one had an axe to 
grind. He admitted that he had one, and 
he would M freely tell them what it was. 
He was advanced In yeare, having spent 
thirty-one winters in the district, and the 
time had come when he and Cariboo winters 
did not agree. If, therefore, he could seek 
a more genial climate and at the same time 
serve the interests of the electors, thus kill- 
ing two birds with one stone, could they 
(the electors) complain ao long aa tliey got 
the larger bird ? 

If elected he would give the admiiiiatra 
tion of tho day a fair and liberal support. 
Ho congratulated his audience on the fact 
tliat tlio voters' list at tlie ir>()-Milo House 
now contained tuico aa many names as it 
did a year ago. Thia waa owing no doubt 
to tlio development of tho mines situated to 
tho east of that place. Tiicro had been some 
diasatiafaction concerning the route aelected 
aa outlet for these mines. Ho believed that 
whilat tho sleigh road from the 108 might 
be useful for hauling in heavy freight, he 
thought the Government would have no 
hesitation in building a good wagon road in 
from the 150, if the matter waa properly 
laid before it, and for this reason; that if a 
mining o«mp was established at Quesneller 
Forks, the supplies required must necessar- 
ily come from this neighborhood, and it 
would be preposterous to require those seek, 
ing a market to draw their produce forty- 
five miles south and then forty-five miles 
north, when they iniKbt just aa well go in 
by a straight tine. 

With reference to tho Government build 
ings, he felt asiurcd that if they had been 
located at New WeHtminster there would 
not have been a word about them, and ho 
considered C:»riboo had no part to talio ii 
the petty joilousies existing between the 
Coaat citiea. He waa aware that tlioro was 
a kindly leeling in the district for tho old 
opposition kd by lioavcn, but did tho clec 
tora realize that, if tho;|preaeut (lovernment 
waa dcfoated it would bo the IndepeiidantH 
and not lieaven who would bo the guiding 
spirits of the new administration '! And 
aiiould they obtain control of tho iill'aira of 
tho I'rovince their paat course of action 
showed that Cariboo would cut hut a sorry 
figure on tho political map of liriiiah Co- 
lumbia, 

Ho would advocate tho placing of a cable 
ferry at Mr. Isnardy's or some convenient 
poiut in that locality, to bo utilized as a 
means of orosstug the Frasor till a bridge 
. oonldbb built. There wos a prospect of mon- 
opolies Creeping into Cariboo mines, and ho 
was opposed to monopolies of all kinds. To 
prevent thia he would advocito the forma- 
tion of a Mining Hoard, composed of prac- 
tical miners, to act in conjunction with tho 
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Gold Commissioner in the consideration of 
all applications for leases of mining lands. 
Thus the introduotiou of cupital would not 

be obstructed and mouopollts would bo ron- 
dercil iuipousible. 

Tho land laws ho considered susceptible 
of amelioration. Meadow lands, often iso 
situated aa to ronder acuiil contiuuoua resi- 
dence inipo'siblc, ho deemed should bo 
capable ot being arciuired by purchase or by 
pre emption without tho reeiilential require- 
ment. He also believed that as far aa thia 
diatrict is concerned, tho present amount of 
land allowable to be ae<|iiirccl waa too lim- 
ited, owing to the nature ol tlie e )uutry, and 
he would favor more liberal rogulatiotia. 

Referring to tho diasatiafaction exist ing 
about the uppropriatioiia for roads and 
trails in tho lower part of tho district, 
he stated that tho Government was not 
to bo blamed for a stato of facta 
of [which it was not awaro. Tho 
fact that tho district; south of Ques- 
nello mouth had not been idprcscnted for 
many a day, and conseciuently it was im- 
possible that its wants should bo known to 
tho Government. If elected ho would 
endeavor to see justice done. to it whilst not 
losing eight of tho noeda of the romaimler of 
the district. In conclusion, ho stated to 
the electors that his interests were their in- 
terests ; his politics, bis district. 

Tho chairman having oskcd if anyone in 
the audience hud anything to say, Mr. Mc- 
CuUum asked the views of the candidate on 
the imposition of a minicg license tax on 
men working for miners, whether engaged 
in minint; or not. Both declared they 
thought such Q tax unjust. Mr. D. Murphy, 
jr., then addressed the meeting at .some 
length, defending the Government and urg- 
ing tho selection of a fitting man to repre- 
sent tho district. 

The meeting then adjourned. 



FINANCIAL AND COilllERUIAL. 

Ueuoral Indlspositlou to Operate Fcudlug 
Sliver Legislation— Brndstreet's 
Weekly Trade Eevlew. 

Nkw YoBK, Aug. 18 —The inarltets for 
securities were extremely dull again to-day. 
The sales of stocks footed up 92,lJ0'o aharca, 
and tho trading for outside account was 
probably better than on any previous day 
for weeks or months past. More than half 
a dozen stocks showed imp'vrtant fluctua- 
tions, and in these inatancea the movements 
were most erratic. 

During tho forenoon, the heavy arrivals 
of gold, tho announcement of further en- 
gaeemoots for shipment to this city and 
Washington advices that the silver question 
would bo brought up for diacuaaion in tho 
Senate on Tuesday next led to a rally in the 
market. But the " bears " sold at the 
higher range of quotations and a reaction 
ensued at the close. Speculation left off 
generally weak in tone. There is a very 
general indisposition to operate, pending 
doBnite information in regard to silver leg- 
islation, and representative traders aro 
losing interest io the market. Closing bids :

The bank clearings 
in Nova Scotia, Montreal, Ifniuilton and 
Toronto, aggregate only SIG.riHfi.OOO, a de- 
creaso of 'JO per cent, witliin a wcelt, and of 
1 1 per 1 -uit. as compared with tlio aaiiio 
week a year ago. 'There wcro L'G buainosa 
failuroH reported from tho Canadian Dom- 
inion this week. Last week the total was 
2H, and ono year ago, 26, and in the year 
buforn that, IS."

SUEDE PICTURE FRAMES. 
' Attractive for noUlIng Cnbluot SUo Tho- 

The most attractive frame mado for 
photograpjis; cabinet size, are of suede 
kid.' The soft texture of the uiulressod 
kid aud the mode shades that itcoinus in 
seom to bk'iid Ijettor than any otlwr thu- 
terial \Yith the particularly ghized ap- 
.pearanco of a photograph. These frames 
have been commanding a goodly price at 
the shops and .soomod at the first glanco to 
defy the skill of iiiiuhli! fingers at home, 
but a sufcessf'ul attemi>t gives us coiifi- 
■flenco to jiresent an exact detail of their 
•construction, with assurance of !i com- 
plete pi(;i (} of work at the end at once 
useful in holding the'loved face of a 
friend and iiretty in harmonizing not 
only witli the iiliotogrnph, but also with 
thosilkei' cover on which it may be placed 
and with tlio surrounding hric-a-brac. 
'Two sheets of cotton wadding, a bottle 
of mucilage or some flour paste mado at 
homo will answer, and some stout paste- 
board saved l'.vi]inold boxes, with a sliarj) 
pair of scissors and a siuiiU ruler and 
pencil, is reiiuired. Tlio pasteboard may 
be first cut into tho desired shape, but 
previous to cutting it is well to draw the 
•design carefully upon the hoard and I'ut

■exactly hy tho pencil lines. A square tir 
round may first ho drawn and cut out, 
allossnng the frame to bo from 2i to ;! 
inches wide about the square or round 
opening in tho center for the insertion of 
the phiitcigrajih. 

Designate the opening for tho photo- 
graph by means of pencil and ruler in 
tho center of the square or circle of 
pasteboard and cut it out. The sim- 
plest manner of making a frame is to 
cut the back of similar pasteboard. Then 
cut an intorstico in the center to admit 
tho brace in tho back instead of the 
large opening for the photograph which 
the front piece has in it. The brace is a 
piece of pasteboard also cnt wide at tho 
bottom and diminishing at tho top to 
slip through tho interstice, where, with 
a firm thread and needle, it may ho 
tacked to tho back and then carefully 
creased without breaking- where It passes 
through the interstice to form a support 
at the back by springing outward. 

The pieces are now in readiues.s to he 
covered. Tho cotton batting may be 
pulled apart and the glazed sides put in- 
side toward each otlier, lea\'ing thetleecy 
sides out. This is laid smootMy over the 
face of the frame and cut its exact size 
and tho center cut out most carefully 
also. A delicate spray of sachet i)owder 
vriXl only enhance tho fragrance of the 
•dainty suedo covering. The suedo is 
"then laid out smoothly and the fall of 
pasteboard placed upon it, with tho bat- 
ting next tlie suede. Cut a lialf inch 
larger coll about tho edges, which are 
drawn smoothly over and jiatted inti; 
place. Cut from the center of the open 
ing in toward tho corners and draw the 
suede neatly through to the back and 
paste into place, and you will find that 
tho face is cojipleto for a. square fr.anio, 
and the other sliajjes are to bo worked on 
exactly the same principle, tho paste^ 
board fan being cut into any design. 

A bit of glass for further protection of 
the photograph maybe fastened over the 
opening mi tlie wrong side bv moans of 
strips uf paper pasted secui'Sy over the 
glass corners to tho face. The back is 
then nicely covered with silk and pasted 
evenly to the face, all except the open 
space, and straight down toward tla' 
bottom, where the photograph is to 
inserted. One skin will make several 
frames (if mediunj size, and they maybe 
backed with watered or brocade silk 
which comes in suitable quality and col 
or for 50 cents per yard. These frames 
find pl;!ce naturally beside tho silver and 
metal nnes and lend variety as well a 
charm wlierever they are placed,

HOME KULE. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Gladatone'a Home Rule 
bill as amended and aa it will be presented 
to the House of Lords ahortly, is recently to 
hand and a aummary of it will, no doubt, be 
of interoat. It providea for the eatablish- 
niont of a Legislative Couaoll and a Legis- 
lative ABsembly in Dublin, wkieh shall liave 
power to make Uwa lor the peace, order and 
good government of Ireland lii reapet of 
matters exolnaively relatiBg to.Icelaiid;;vTlio 
powers of the Irish Legislature arb'nofc to 
o.ictond to tho making of any lin7 roapeoting 
tho eatiibliahment or endowment of religion, 
whether directly or indirectly, or prohibit- 
ing tho free exercise of any religion, or im- 
posing any disability or conferring any 
privilege on account of any religious belief, 
or affecting the laws governing personal 
property, the attendance of publio aohopls 
and 80 forth'. 

Tho execntivo power in Ireland is to ctn- 
tinuo vested in the Sovereign and tho chief 
cveuutive officer or oflioors, who shall have 
full power to give or withhold uesenl to any 
liills piiaacd by Iho Iriuh Legiahiliire. Dav 
ing a trunaitioniil period of six years tho 
Imperial CJovernmont will makn her budgets 
ua usual. Cuatonia or exoiao duties are not 
to bo tranaforrcd to tho Irisli Legislature 
after tho expiration of tlio traiiaitiona' 
period. Like transitory provisiona apply to 
the appointment of a jud™e of the Supremo 
Court or other Superior Court in Ireland. 
Under the bill in its present sluipo Ireland 
will send eighty members to Westminster 
instead of one lunidred and three, who will 
vote on all queationa aa in tlie past. Kef^u 
liktiona are made in the bill as to tho eatab 
lishmunt of local polioo forcca and as to the 
Royal Irish Conatabulary uiul Dublin Met 
ropolitun police forcea ccasicg to exist, tho 
ponaion aystem seeming to be stated with 
equal elaboration.

SAFE AT HOME. 



Captain and Crew of tbe Burned 
Steamer "Uascotte/' Returned 
to Victoria. 



Tlie Sliipper Tells of His Hazardous 
Experience— Ifotes From tke 
TliriviDg Settleu^ent. 



Tho steamer Maude, Capt. Gosso, bring- 
ing honno tho captain and crew of the 
burned steamer Mascottc, returned from 
the West Coast last night. IJeyouJ tho 
news of tho Maacotte'a diaastor, the steamer 
brought liltle information. Re^ardiog this, 
Captain McGoslcrie reiterated what has 
already been chronicled. Ho says ho nar- 
rowly escaped being burned to death, and 
had it not been for tho criea of his crow, 
would have been. On hcuring thcso he 
rushed to his cabin door, but on opening 
it ho was almost sufl'ocate.l by tho flames 
and smoke, which gushed into his face. Ilia 
flrat thouglits were to throw the powder 
and (Ivnp.niite in hia room overboard, which 
ho accomplished by stutling a pillow in the 
partially emptied iieg nf powder, and dash- 
ing it out through the fl jnies into tho water. 

Seeing the absolute useleeaness to try and 
oaVT anything, ho then had all tho boats 
lowered, and by them all eaoaped. The 
vessel, however, ia a total loaa, but the 
machinery and salvage picked up on tho 
coast are still in the charred remains, un- 
harmed for future use. 

Captain McCoakrie was unable to explain 
the origin of the lire, whioh ia a mystery to 
all hia crew. Ho apeaka in the strongest 
praise of hia crew, who, he says, exhibited 
tho greatest aotivity and obsdience. He 
also deairoa to thanli Mrs. Cox, the wifo of 
the light keeper at Cape Beale, who sup 
plied them with clothiiig, food and shelter, 
On tbe way home the captain 
and crew of the Mascotte pro 
sented Capt. Qosie with an address 
whioh, on account of shortness of spico to 
day, could not bo published. It is suilicient 
to Bay that it thoroughly expressed their 
gratitude. Tho Maudo brought hack a 
quantity of goM quartz from tho China 
creek ledge, whioh is making a bettor show- 
ing now than ever boforo.

for tho construction of tho Spring Ridge 
surface drain, on the ground that the ac- 
tion of the Council in awarding tho aaid con- 
tract waa illegal and void on the following 
among other grounda : 

" 1 — The Council, although the tenders 
for the aaid work put in by tho plaintifl'a 
was lower than that of tho said firm of H. 
H. Macdonald & Company, refused to award 
tbe said contract to the plaintiffs: 

" 2 — That the resolutions wbiob awarded 
the said contract to the said firm would not 
have been carried except for the rotes of the 
defendants Baker, Miller and Henderson, 
and that each of the said defendants was at 
the time of auoh voting disqualified to act, 
sit or vote as Aldermen of the City of Vic- 
toria." 

At tho hearing of the application ou Mon- 
day tho affidavit of Mr. John Cnuyhlan, 
sworn and served with tho writ yeaterday, 
will be road. Tnis document acts forth ia 
numbered paragraphs tlio history of the sur- 
face drains — how the by-laws were submit- 
ted to the people, the necessary money bor- 
rowed, tenders invited and received, the 
contract for .Spring Ridge awarded over ihat 
of Coughlan it Alayo to H. H. McDonald 
cS: Co, and the subsequent action of tho 
Council ju tho rejection of a resolution, on 
tho Mch inat., rescinding theprovioua dccia- 
ion in respect to the contract in i[ueation. 

Section 10 strikes at the " business " 
of tho allidavit, and leads as follows : 
" Among the aldermen who were prcaent at 
the aaid meeting of August Mth inat., and 
who voted agaiuat the rescinding of tho 
former action of the Council, were tho fol- 
lowing : James Munroe Millor, Antono 
Henderson and James Baker, and but for 
tbe votes of the said aldermen, the said re- 
solution to rescind would have been 
carried." 

Aid. Miller is dealt with In paragraph 
11, whioh prooeeds : "From information 
which I have received from searching the 
assessment roll of the City of Victoria, and 
from inquiries which 1 have caused to be 
mado at the Land Registry Ollice, I am in- 
formed and believe that the aaid Jamea 
Munroe Miller waa dia(|ualilied from voting 
at tho aaid meeting, on the ground that 
ho was not then, nor at any lime ainco hia 
election aa an alderman luul been, the 
registered owner of real property in the 
oil y of Victoria of tbe assessed value of SuUU 
over and above any registered mortgage or 
judgment. 

" I am aware from my own knowledge," 
continues paragraph twelve, "that the 
defendant, .Jairus liaker, haa been and is 
Bup[)lying bricks to tho conlraeliir for the 
(.■ily who is now engaged in the construction 
of tho Cool; street aurfuce drain, and that 
he ia thereby, as I am adviaod, indirectly in- 
terested in tho said contract, and waa there- 
fore disqualified to ait and vote as an alder- 
man of the city of Victoria, and further dis- 
qualified at tho vote of the (Auincil referred 
10 in paragraph 9, of this allidavit." 

Ai.D. IIi;Ni>nitso.v'.s right to sit aa an 
alderman of thn city ia challenged on tho 
ground that tho Victoria Trunafor Co., 
Ltd., of which ho ia tho salaried superin- 
tendent, has a contraot with tho corporation 
in oonnoction with tbe watering of the city 
streets. 

In consequence of the service of the writ, 
the thrco aldermen will not bo able to act 
upon tho council board until tho matter ia 
disposed of, and Aid. Bolyoa and MoTaviah 
being out of town, there was no special 
meeting last evening. Tho Mayor was on 
hand, so wore Aid. Stylos, MoKillican and 
Munn, and tho three aldermen arraigned 
wore ihoro in tho capacity of apectatora. 
There was no quorum and conscquontly no 
meeting and no adjournment. 



MARINE ENGINEERS. 

Tlie First Uetaeliiiieut Arrives Here 
From Portsmouth— Two Olficers 
ami Soveuteeii Men, 



A Bettor Idea Now Had of What tlie 
Probable Fortiilcatious 
Will Be, 



By tho Premier last evening thero arrived 
in Victoria the first detachment of tho 
Royal Artillery company which is to be 
stationed hero in place of "C" Battery, 
Lieutenants TempIo and Barnes are in com- 
mand, having three sergeants and fourteen 
men. As aoou aa the boat arrived tbo de- 
taclimnnt marched out to Mocaulay point, 
whore supper was waiting for them, and 
they were given a cordial welcome to their 
new home by those who arc so soon to 
leave, 

Tho men are a fine looking lot, all of 
great apparent iihyaical power and of much 
intelligence. They are known as " Royul 
Marino Artillery Submarine Miners," and 
have all taken special courses in submarine 
work. The balance of the company 
will probably leave for hero in 
about two or throe months, and 
will consist of garrison men and more eub- 
marine miners. Whan the dutacliinent 
which arrived last night left ICugland it was 
not known when their comrades were coming. 

Now that the Royal artillery men are 
here a bettor idea ia obtainable of the char- 
actor of the fortifications than was given 
before. Thero will be a few large guna 
placed in advantageous positions on tho 
banks of the harbor, but the main defences 
will be submarine, and will be of auoh a 
character that when completed Esquimalt 
harbor will be practically impregnable, and 
it will be possible for a handful of men on 
shore to keep any fleet in the world outside.
